Gentlemen: 

Now  that  the  1981  town  audit  has  been  completed,  it  should 
be  noted  that  because  of  a  lack  of  detailed  instructions 
from  the  State,  difficulties  were  encountered  in  a  number 
of  areas. 

In  general,  the  Town's  recordkeeping  appears  good;  however, 
some  improvements  in  basic  bookkeeping  could  still  be  made. 

The  following  recommendations  are  suggested: 

1.  That  a  cash  book  be  kept  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  that  receipts  be  used  when 
funds  are  transferred  to  the  Treasurer. 

2.  That  a  larger  and/or  better  quality  cash 
book  be  kept  by  the  Tax  Collector. 

3.  That  no  payments  be  authorized  without  an 
invoice  or  some  form  of  receipt  or  note 
of  explanation  if  either  of  the  above  are 
not  available. 

4.  That  quotes  be  sought  from  one  or  more 
supplier  before  purchases  be  allowed  to 
a  store  or  company  which  is  owned  or 
operated  by  any  town  official.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

As  in  1981,  1982  showed  an  increase  in  activity  over  the 
previous  year.   Overall,  the  Hill  Police  Department  logged 
approximately  1000  telephone  calls,  of  which  some  400  were 
requests  for  service.   These  requests  varied  from  non- 
compliance with  the  Town  leash  laws  to  felonious  sexual 
assault. 

The  requests-for-service  statistics  tell  only  part  of  the 
story.   These  numbers  are  direct  indicators  of  operational 
activity;  however,  an  anlysis  of  other  indicators  shows  that 
a  good  part  of  the  Department's  efforts  are  difficult  to 
quantify.   This  work  includes  court-related  activities, 
crime  prevention  patrols,  assistance  to  and  from  other  law 
enforcement  agencies,  and,  of  course,  administrative  work. 

Increased  citizen  awareness  has  been  a  great  help.   For 
example,  the  Neighborhood  Watch  Program  has  resulted  in  a 
20%  decrease  in  burglaries.   The  new  central  dispatch  has 
proved  its  worth  to  the  Town. 

On  a  more  personal  note,  I  would  like  to  thank  Deputy  Chief 
T.  Jacobs  and  Officers  M.  Judd  and  D.  Wilcox  for  the  hours, 
both  paid  and  donated,  expended  in  behalf  of  the  Hill  Police 
Department.   We  all  owe  special  thanks  to  Leo  Corliss  and 
Lawrence  Bucklin  for  their  efforts  in  watching  the  area  of 
Murray  Hill  and  Cass  Mill  Road.   And  finally,  my  thanks  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hill  for  their  continuing 
assistance  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good 
business.   This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  NH  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the 
first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection 
program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has, 
in  the  past  75  years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader 
in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control.   Our  annual  acreage 
loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best 
in  the  nation.   This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the 
cooperative  efforts  of  our  State/town  forest  fire  protection 
program.   The  State  provides  detection  of  fires,  training 
for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire 
suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  departments,  and  tech- 
nical advice  at  the  fire  ground.   Local  governments  provide 
the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and 
deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported 
forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual 
acres  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire 
burned  33  acres  compared  to  the  modern-day  loss  of  one-half 
acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our 
entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

MARCH  2,  1982 

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Tuesday, 
March  2,  1982. 

At  7:30  p.m.,  the  meeting  was  cal  ed  to  order  by  Reverend  James  Quimby,  Moderator. 
He  waived  the  reading  of  the  Warrant  and  it  was  not  challenged  by  the  assembly. 

Article  I.     It  was  voted  that  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  other 
officers  and  agents  of  the  District  be  fixed  according  to  the 
printed  town  report. 

Article  II.    It  was  voted  that  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees 
or  Officers  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Annual  Report, 

Article  III.    It  was  voted  to  accept  the  motion  to  allow  the  Moderator  to 

appoint  any  agents  and  committees  required  for  any  Article  in 
the  Warrant  for  this  meeting. 

Article  IV.    It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Schuol  Board  to  contract  with  a 

qualified  independent  auditing  firm  for  the  fiscal  financial  audit 
of  the  District. 

Article  V.     It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application  for, 
accept,  and  expend  during  the  1982-83  school  year,  on  behalf  of 
the  School  District,  all  gifts,  advances,  grants-in-aid,  revenue 
sharing  funds  or  any  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  available  or  forthcoming  from  the  United  States 
Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  of  its  municipalities, 
or  any  other  state,  local,  or  federal  agency. 

Article  VI,    After  a  spirited  discussion,  it  was  voted  to  table  the  motion  as 
printed  in  the  Warrant  and  to  bring  up  the  concerns  of  Article  VI 
as  a  resolution  under  Article  IX,  "new  business". 

Article  VII.    It  was  voted  to  accept  Article  VII  as  written. 

Article  VIII.   A  motion  was  made  to  raise  and  appropriate  $314,656.00  as  the  budget 
for  the  coming  year.   A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  amend  that 
figure  to  $309,215.00  and  after  a  lively  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken 
by  paper  ballot.   The  Amendment  was  not  accepted  by  a  vote  of  47  NO, 
30  YES.   By  voice  vote,  the  original  motion  was  accepted.   This  vote 
was  contested  by  members  of  the  assembly  who  wanted  to  make  further- 
amendments.   The  Moderator  offered  to  rescind  his  ruling  declaring 
the  vote  relative  to  Article  VIII.   General  discussion  ensued 
regarding  the  parliamentary  situation.   Fred  Thomson  and  William 
Cummings  stated  they  wished  to  make  amendments  to  the  budget  amount. 
William  Murray  challenged  the  ruling  of  the  Moderator  to  rescind  his 
declaration  of  the  vote.   After  further  discussion,  the  assembly  by 
voice  vote  overruled  the  Moderator's  ruling,  thereby  leaving  the 
declaration  of  vote  regarding  the  motion  on  Article  VIII  passed  as 
previously  declared.   Therefore,  the  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$314,656,00  stands.

Article  IX.    New  Business.   It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  following 

resolution  be  adopted  by  this  body,   "Resolve,  that  an  emergency 
currently  exists  at  the  Jennie  D,  Blake  School  in  that  it  substan- 
tially and  materially  violates  the  New  Hampshire  State  Fire  Code 
and  must  be  immediately  corrected,  and  the  Hill  School  Board 
apply  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  under  RSA  32:10-a  for  authority 
to  expend  $1,200,00  immediately  to  install  a  fire  alarm  system, 
which  expenditure  shall  be  over  and  above  the  total  monies  approp- 
riated at  the  1981  Annual  Hill  School  District  meeting.   The  motion 
was  seconded,   A  vote  was  taken  and  it  was  a  unanimous  YES,  in  favor 
of  the  resolution. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Reverend  James  Quimby 
for  his  many  years  of  service  as  Moderator. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  p.m.

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REPORT  FROl  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  The  Residents  of  Hill: 

Our  report  to  you  this  year  will  overview  the  topics  and  issues 
addressed  by  your  Board,  administration  and  teachers.   Changes 
have  occurred  in  staff,  test  scores,  special  education,  and 
curriculum. 


New  Staff 

We  are  pleased  to  have  Mrs.  Marcia  Williams  join  the  faculty  as 
Teaching  Principal.   She  comes  to  us  from  Andover  where  she  served 
for  three  years  as  their  elementary  school  principal.   Prior  to 
working  in  Andover,  Mrs.  Williams  taught  for  five  years  in  the 
Nashua  School  District,  one  year  at  the  Ontario  Village  School  in 
Belize,  Central  America;  and  one  year  in  Londonderry  School  District, 
Prior  to  teaching,  Mrs.  Williams  received  her  Bachelor  of  Education 
from  Keene  State  College  in  1972  and  a  Masters  in  Educational  Admin- 
istration from  Lowell  State  College  in  1979. 

Mrs.  Peggy  Polo  has  been  employed  as  the  Part-time  Teacher  Aide  at 
the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School.   Her  work  assignment  includes  working 
with  students,  assisting  teachers  in  clerical  and  supervisory  duties, 
attending  to  minor  injuries  and  ill  students,  and  maintaining  good 
communications  with  the  parents.  Much  of  the  work  done  by  Mrs.  Polo 
was  handled  by  the  teachers  and  as  a  result,  the  amount  of  actual 
teaching  time  was  somewhat  less  than  optimum. 


Testing  Program 

In  September,  and  again  in  June,  we  test  our  students  in  reading  and 
mathematics  using  the  Stanford  Diagnostic  Reading  and  Mathematics 
Test.   The  following  graphs  show  the  progress  being  made  by  our  stu- 
dents in  reading  and  mathematics  over  one  year  by  the  same  students.

Special  Education  -  1982-83 

The  Hill  School  District  is  providing  special  education  and  related 
services  for  fifteen  students,  ages  6  -  19,  Within  the  district 
programs,  eleven  students  receive  assistance.   Specific  learning 
disability,  mild  mentally  ^'etarded,  and  language  disabled  students 
are  receiving  specialized  instructional  help  with  the  cooperative 
efforts  of  the  resource  teacher,  classroom  teacher,  and  itinerant 
specialists  within  the  school  district.   The  necessary  related 
services  of  occupational  therapy  and  speech  therapy  are  also  given, 
when  needed,  to  the  educationally  handicapped  students. 

Two  of  our  school-aged  students  are  enrolled  in  Twin-City  Special 
Education  Consortium,  our  regional  program.   The  Hill  School  District 
(in  cooperation  with  Franklin,  Winnisquam  Regional,  and  Laconia 
school  districts)  provides  special  classes  for  multiply  handicapped 
and  emotionally  disturbed  students.  These  two  programs  are  housed 
in  Laconia, 

Two  Hill  School  District  students  receive  their  education  in  private 
schools  established  to  meet  the  needs  of  specific  handicaps,   Spaulding 
Youth  Center  and  Project  Second  Start  are  the  private  settings  involved, 

State  reimbursement  to  the  Hill  School  District  for  tuition  spent  on 
the  four  individual  programs  is  currently  $3,786.00.   The  State  permits 
reimbursement  for  amounts  expended  in  excess  of  $9,000.00  per  child 
for  special  education  programs.  However,  as  in  most  cases,  funding 
from  the  State  is  subject  to  appropriations  and  therein  lies  the 
problem.  The  Legislature  has  not  met  its  statutory  obligations  in 
special  education  and,  as  a  result,  forces  the  towns  and  cities  to  pay 
more. 


Curriculum  Changes 

This  year  the  staff  has  been  involved  in  rewriting  the  language  arts 
and  mathematics  programs.  Every  three  years  we  review  the  curriculum 
and  look  for  ways  of  improving  the  quality.   Based  on  the  1982  Account- 
ability scores,  our  reading  and  writing  and  math  programs  have  proven 
to  be  effective.  More  work  is  needed  with  the  social  studies  units. 

Computer  literacy  continues  to  be  a  priority.   Students  need  to  become 
familiar  with  the  many  uses  of  the  computer  in  today's  society.  A 
majority  of  the  job  vacancies  today  are  in  the  high  technology  fields; 
and  as  a  result,  we  feel  an  obligation  to  prepare  students  to  be  able 
to  compete  with  their  peers.   Therefore,  students  at  the  Jennie  D. 
Blake  School  have  been  involved  in  instruction  on  the  Apple  II  micro- 
computer.  (See  Report  of  the  Principal)

The  1983-84  School  Budget 

The  following  graphs  developed  by  the  School  Board  show  where 
the  cost  centers  are  and  how  they  are  met  by  revenues.   The  first 
graph  (A)  shows  where  the  major  costs  are  in  the  1982-83  budget. 
Graph  (B)  shows  the  sources  of  funds  to  support  education.   Clearly, 
you  can  see  that  the  State  and  Federal  governments  are  placing  the 
responsibility  on  the  local  school  districts.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

The  1982-83  school  year  opened  with  a  fine  start.   Sixty-four  pupils 
reported  to  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School.  Mrs.  Georgette  Huckins  has 
nine  first  graders  and  ten  second  graders.   Mrs.  Joanne  Petelle  has 
sixteen  third  graders  and  thirteen  fourth  graders.   I  have  eight  fifth 
graders  and  eight  sixth  graders. 

Strong  emphasis  on  the  academic  subjects  continues  to  be  a  priority. 
With  the  aid  of  the  teachers,  our  children  are  striving  to  improve  study 
habits.   The  new  science  books  from  D.C.  Heath  Company  are  providing 
students  in  grades  five  and  six  with  a  new  outlook  to  the  area  of  science 
and  how  it  fits  into  their  world.   Some  materials  from  this  company  are 
also  being  used  in  grades  one  to  four.  We  are  hoping  to  purchase  texts 
for  grades  three  and  four  this  coming  year.   The  staff  is  also  working 
with  the  children  on  the  goal  of  having  pride  in  the  school  and  respect 
for  school  property. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  graders  have  had  the  opportunity  of  working  with  the 
Apple  II  Microcomputer  purchased  with  federal  grant  monies  and  shared 
with  the  Franklin  elementary  schools.   It's  a  fascinating  piece  of  equip- 
ment, and  one  that  probably  all  of  the  children  will  come  into  contact 
with  in  later  years.   Our  students  became  familiar  with  the  basic  opera- 
tion of  the  computer  and  are  able  to  run  software  programs. 

Extra-curricular  activities  have  also  played  a  part  in  our  school  program. 
In  the  fall,  soccer  was  offered  to  third  through  sixth  graders.   This 
winter,  a  basketball  team  composed  of  fifth  and  sixth  graders  played  after 
school  and  with  several  area  schools.   Volleyball  will  be  offered  this 
March,  and  softball  in  the  late  spring. 

The  New  Hampshire  School  Volunteer  Program  (Manchester,  New  Hampshire) 
has  notified  the  school  that  it  has  qualified  for  the  Annual  Blue  Ribbon 
Achievement  Award  for  the  1981-82  school  year.   The  cooperation  of  a 
community  interested  in  education,  a  dedicated  staff,  and  an  effective 
leader  of  the  volunteer  program  (Mrs.  Carolyn  Wilson),  are  all  to  be 
commended  on  achieving  the  stringent  criteria  for  the  award. 

Other  members  of  our  staff  this  year  include:  Mrs.  Margaret  Polo, 
Teacher  Aide;  Mrs.  Martha  Gilchrist,  School  Nurse;  Ms.  Susan  Brewster, 
Title  I  Tutor  and  Part-time  Resource  Room  Teacher;  Mrs.  Carol  Twomey, 
Part-time  Music;  Mrs.  Agnes  Tilton,  Hot  Lunch  Director;  Mrs.  Irene  Rayno,

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund 
financial  statements  of  the  Hill  School  District  as  of  and  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1982,  as  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.   Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards 
and  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other 
auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Hill 
School  District  at  June  30,  1982,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year 
then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  pirinciples  applied 
on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining  fund  financial 
statements.   The  accompanying  financial  information  listed  as  supplemental 
schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional 
analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the 
Hill  School  District.   The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined  and  combining  financial 
statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
